Aſter my eyes were feaſted, and my ſoul ſa.

And 
with this key he opened every lock belonging to

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Then the herald inſormed me, it was the King's 


pleaſurethat I ſhould have a ſatisfaQtory demonſtra- 
tion, how compleat and honourable my deliverance 
was; and therefore, I ſhould be admitted to take 
a deliberate view of the tranſactions relative to my 
acquittance, and the deciſive ſtrole whereby all the 
demands of the Governor were undeniably ſatisfied 
by the King's majeſty : whereupon he led me to 
a ſpacious plain, where I ſaw the Governor walk- 
ing in a garment white as ſnow, and his ſecretary 
familiarly walking by his fide ; and when he came 
to a cextain place, he put upon his white raĩment a 
veſture offlaming ſcarlet, and called his executioner, 
who. immediately. came with a glittering ſword in 
his hand.

allegiance to his ſerene highneſs.—Then the exe- 
cutioner rendezvouſed a formidable hoſt, mounted 
a pale horſe, lifted up a black flag, and began his 
march, with all the _ and terrors of death : 
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N DIR his fiery ſword ſhot. darts of lightning We 
4. the land. . 
Upon this, the King! $ herald ſounded: bis trum- 
pet fo loud, that it nat only made the earth ſhake, 
| 5 the heavens alſo, and proclaimed his Majeſty 
re. And there was profound ſilence. 
on, 09 his Majeſty ſpake, with a ſerene voice, to 
the Governor, and bid him ſtay his hand; for he 
had undertaken to ſave thoſe offenders, and they 


ſhould be ſaved; and on them no vengeance 
: ſhould be taken. 


The Governor replied, that vengeance againſt 


rebels was inevitable. 

The King told him, he was not come to offer 
violence to his honour, nor intrench upon his au- 
thority, neither to intreat any favour, nor yet to 
abett, or excuſe offences; but to be the repre- 
fentative of thoſe miſerable offenders; having en-

like. The blood guſhed out ; his countenance 


turned to paleneſs; all his powers trembled; he 
fainted away, and reſigned his life. — Thus fell 


the Prince of perfe& glory and merit; and the 
moſt valuable of all lives was taken away! 


But what tongue can declare? What pen can 


deſcribe? What heart can conceive? the effects 


of this ſtupendous ſtroke! The world was in aſto- 


niſhment; the heavens | amazed; celeſtial 
angels came down to behold the wonder; infernal 
angels felt the tremor, thro? all the coaſts of hell; 


living men trembled, and became as dead; and | 5 70 
dead men came out of their graves to ſee "what 


was done! None gan expreſs the love, compaſſion, 


re patiencę, juſtice, goodneſs, veracity, 


fortitude, &c. which this meritorious Prince ma- 
nifeſted in this ation! Nor can all the annals of 
time rurniſh us with an inſtance, worthy to be 
named in compariſon. with this! 


By this ſurpriſing ſight my ſoul was abſorbed, © 


my mental powers were exhauſted, and there re- 


mained no more ſpirit in me; Iwas fainting away; 


but the King's Secretary ſuſtained me; and, direQ- 


ing my eyes to behold this dreadful cataſtrophe, he 


gave me adiſtinR view of the moſt ſurpaſſing glo- 
rious and indelible trophy, ariſing from thence. 

The blood that iſſued from the Prince's wound, 
quenched the lame of the ſword; and the execu-

tle, where two armies had deſtroyed one another, 
till nothing remained alive, Thus all things con- 
tinued in a total ſtagnation for a certain ſpace; but 
quickly a troop of guards arrived from the palace, 
and placed themſelves in order about their Prince's 
dead body; and his Secretary embraced him, ànd 
he revived, and appeared alive, in his full vigour. 
This ſtupendous victory inſpired all nature with 
exſtatick joy; the heavens rejoiced; the morning 
ſtars ſang together; the earth was full of gladneſs;

And the 
Herald further informed me, that 1 was to remain 
at his Majeſty's country ſeat (with ethers of the 
King's children) where I ſhould enjoy all ac- 
commodations fit for a Prince, and might expett 
frequent viſits from his Majeſty; having Princes 
for my companions, and the Royal Guards for my 
attendants ; fill the King ſhould come, and carry 
me in triumph, and ſtate, to his Royal City. 
Then the King wrote me a diſcharge from all 
offences, paſt, preſent, and to come; with an ac- 
quittance from all ſervitude, or allegiance, to any 
Lord, or Governor, but himſelf: be alſo beſtowed 
on me an inſtrument of adoption; whereby he ac- 
knowledged, and declared me to be his own fon, 
and to have a right to all the enjoyments in his 
kingdom. And alſo promiſed me every neceflary 
accommodation during my ſtay at his lower houſe; | 
and that he would be expeditious in returning to 
ſeteh me to himſelf, in his ſerene Palace. Theſe 
things he ſigned, ſealed, and delivered to me, in 
the preſence of three faithful witneſſes; aſſuring 
me they were enrolled in the Council Chamber, 
by three infallible Recorders. 7;

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And when his'Majelty had regularlyftationed 
mee in his inferior palace, and given proper direc- 
tions for my education, and noble atcompliſh- 
ment; he mounted his triumphal chariot, and 
haſted with all his train, to the imperial city; 
- where he was received with all the demonſtrations 
of joy, and triumph; and where he reigns ſu- 
preme King of kings, and Lord of lords: to whom 
every creature yields ſubjectĩon, every knee bows, 
and every tongue aſcribes'praiſe and glory. 
I find this country-palace is the King's aca- 
_ demy; where the royal ſciences are taught; which | 
are not to be learned in any ſchool in the uni- | 
- verſe beſide; nor can be taught by any but the | 
EKing's inſtructors; ho are his Herald and his Se- | 
cretary. For notwithſtanding the Governor and 
his fecretary remain with us, and are of ſpecial | 
uſe among us, in their own province (being well | 
(killed in other ſciences) they are entire ſtrangers | 
to the ſciences peculiar to the palace. Nor can | 
any man learn, nor is it poſſible for men to be taught ( 
theſe things, ſo long as they dwell in any part of 6 
the univerſe, ſave in the King's own country.
